—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3(1) and 
4(1) of the Exports (Control) Order, 1962, published with the Order of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in the Ministry of Commerce S- No. 3120, dated the 10th October, 
1962, as amended from time to time, the Custom Officer at Calicut is hereby 
authorised to receive the applications and pass the shipnlng bills in respect of 
Wood and Timber [classified under item No. 18 in Part "B of Schedule I to the 
Exports (Control) Order, 1962. as amended from time to time]. This authorisa¬ 
tion is valid till 30th June, 1907, 

2- In view of the above, it has been decided that the applications, shipping 
bills and other documents alongwith the Treasury Challan for export of the above 
mentioned items, instead of first being presented to the Imports & Exports Con¬ 
trol authorities at Ernakulam may be submitted by the exporters direct to tha 
Customs Officer at Calicut for necessary endorsement The shipping bills will 
be passed, in accordance with the policy laid down for the particular items in 
relevant Trade Notices issued from time to time by the Export Trade Control 
authorities at the ports.
